Fully $5730 will be spent this year 
for student welfare, according to the 
adopted budget of the Associated Stu- 
dents. — 

More than 40 per cent of this sum 
is set aside for men’s athletics which 
are divided as follows: $200 to base- 
ball, $220 to basketball, $1600 to 
football, $220 to track, $80 to tennis, 
and $25 to golf. This total sport fund 
is $2345. 

The next largest sum is devoted to 
Del Ano, which is $1200. This is 21 
per cent of the total budget. 

Other distributions according to 
their value are as follows: socials 
$770; Fiesta $3800; miscellaneous 
$275; subsidies $245; W. A. A. $200; 
Phi Theta Kappa $100; forensics 
$100; advertising $90; A. W. S. $65; 
Alpha Gamma Sigma $40. 

Money for these activities are de- 
rived from the sale of student tickets, 
athletic contests, some small subsidy 
from the school board, and other stu- 
dent activities. 

Due to the low sale of student 
ticket this year, every item on the 
budget had to be cut 20 per cent.
